Trade Commission Gires Figures and 
May Take Action Later. 


Current retail prices on canned veg­ 
etables are nearly twice the prices 
paid <fhnners by wholesalers for this 
season’s output, the 
federal 
trade 
commission reported today In connec­ 
tion with its investigation Into food 
prices. 
The 
inquiry 
Into 
conned 
goods the commission explained, ts 
"to forestall speculative price#.** 
Wholesalers 
are paying about 7| 
cents for corn and about 9} cents for 
tomatoes and peso, f. o. b. factory The 
same caaa are sold retail at an aver­ 
age of 17 cents for eorn, 18 cenUf for 
peas and 20 cents for tomatoes. 
"A large part of the caaned goods 
now being sold at these prices la last 
year's pack," says a commission state­ 
ment. “and was sold by the cenners 
at considerably lower peletw then 
now prevail.’* 
' 
The statement does not attempt to 
analyse the difference in pricpa, but 
says: 
„ 
"Nest autumn and winter. If com­ 
plaints are made in any locality that 
unreasonable prices are being charg­ 
ed for the canned peas, corn, toma­ 
toes. salmon or similar products which 
are now being packed, the commis­ 
sion will be in a position to promptly 
expose sny extortions.** 
Reports have been received from 
•'bout 2,000 oanners In response to 
the commission's inquiries. The com­ 
mission 
wilt 
investígate quantities 
ourchased by various dealers in an 
effort to prevent speculative holding—
